Every effort is being made to rescue 


them. Every available vessel is search- 
ing the coast, its sailors peering toward 
land through the dust-filled air for signs 
of life. Bold men are making incursions 
betwen the streams of lava to seek' sur- 
vivors. They take their lives in their 
hands, for Mont Poke is still throwing 
volleys of great stones over the whole 
northern end of the island, and fresh 
streams of lava are continually issuing 
from new fissures. 


Eraslus C. Peck, one of the oldest and 


most honored citizen; of Racine, is dead. 
His death occurred at Los Angeles, Cal- 
ifornia, at the home of his son, where 
he has been since last Thanksgiving, for 
the benefit

Although it was known that Mr. Peck 


had been in failing health for nearly two 
years, owing to a paralytic stroke an^ 
nervousness, and that he was obliged to 
give' up his business and go to Califor- 
nia, 'Ms; death was entirely unexpected 
and:shocksdthc community where he aad 
resided so many years.

WAS BOEN IN* ENGLAND. 


On Aug. 23, 1S3<;, in the city of Lin- 


coin, Lincolnshire, England, Lieutenant 
Governor Jesse Stone was born. Thero 
he lived until he was 5 years old, when 
he accompanied his parents to the United 
States and took up his residence at Wat- 
erford, N. Y. Alter concluding a courss 
in the common schools of that city be de- 
voted his time to the trade of a machin- 
ist, in which, he displayed considerable 
skill and some inventive genius. Tho 
most important piece of work which ho 
accomplished while in this line of work 
was the construction of the first crack- 
er machiue used in this country. 


In 1869 he went to Watertown, Wi»., 


where he has since made his home, and 
there he entered into partnership with 
Marshall J. Woodward, under the firm, 
name of Woodward & Stone Co., for tho 
manufacture of bread, crackers and con- 
fections, the firm becoming one of the 
most prosperous and well known con- 
cerns; in the state. This'plant was pur.- • 
chased some years ago by the National 
Bincuit company, and Mr. Stone's only 
son and heir, William C. Stone, also of 
Watertoivn. was given the management. 


The fact that Mr. Stone was interested 


financially in many of the successful en- 
terprises in Watertown and elsewhere 
throughout the state, holding offices of 
trust, in all of these, proves his business 
ability and his activity in conrmereial- 
pursuiU. He was director in the John- 
son Electric company of Milwaukee, di- 
rector in the Wisconsin Telephone com- 
pany, vice president of the Bank of 
Watertown, vice president of the Ed- 
-ward J. Brandt-Dent company and pres- 
ident of the Watertoivn Gas company.

The bal- 
loon, which at this time.was 1,500 feet 
above the ground, fell rapidly, lindin;

The aeronaut fell into the Avenue Du 


Maine and was.dofihed to pieces. The 
bones of his legs'were forced throu( 
the soles of his boots.'. The engineer who 
a-ceompanied him was burned to death. 
.The accident is said to have been caused 
'by a leakage of gas. 


"Scnlior Severo started with the inten- 
tion of sailing to the military para.li 
grounds at Issay, and' a large number 01 
his relatives and friends were proceeding 
in the direction'of the village, situated 
five miles southwest of Paris. With ai 
engineer named Sachet, Sevcro sailed 
out of 'hi» balloon- house near the Boule 
vard de,,Taiigirnrd at 5:30 a. m. in"ex- 
cellent epirits'and full of confidence, th> 
aeronaut put his airship through a.-ser 
ies of evolutions, before starting in •' tite 
direction of Tss-ay. 
There seemed to be 


some liitch with the steering gear, nn- 
the rear propelling screw turned with 
difficulty. 
Nevertheless, after 
severa 


stoppages th&'airship sailed off. moving 
steadily enough, through a light breeze 
Suddenly a puff of wind caught the ship 
and whirled it over the Avenue.

including the government Bubis, start- 
ed from here yesterday for St. Pierre. 
Thev had on board a government dele- 
gate, a number of gendarmes detachment 


of regular infantry and several priests. 


The vessels al»o carried a quantity of 
firewood, petroleum and quicklime, fox- 
use in the cremation of the bodies of the 
victims of the terrible volcanic outbreak 
of Thursday last. Large quantities of 
disinfectants and stocks of clothing for 
the refugees were also shipped to St. 
Pierre. The refugees had, as a rule, as- 
sembled at Le Carbet and Case Pilote, 
not far from St. Pierre, and it is report- 
ed, over a thousand of them have died 
since the ieariul stream of .lava poured 
down Mount Pelec. The sea for miles 
around was covered with the wreckage 
of the vessels sunk off St. Pierre at the 
time of the disaster and ashore only a 
few treps, all bent seaward by the torce 
of the volcanic shower, were left stand- 


ing. 


When Hearing St. Pierre the Kubis met 


a number of tugs towing lighters filled 
with refugees.

The heat from the smoking, lava-cov- 


ered ruins at St. Pierre was suffocating 
and the stench from the .corpse-strewn 
Streets was a-wtul. Only 
a few 
walls 


v/c-re standing. The report that the hos- 
pital clock was found intact, with its 
hands stopped at 7:50, wa,s confirmed, 
as was tjie statement that the offices of 
the cable company had entirely disap- 
peared. 


On all sides were found portions of 


corpses,'which were gathered up by the 


the inhabitants, who fled to Fort de 
Franco. 


Lava continues to stream down the 


mountainside, accompanied by terrific 
thunder and lightning. 


The dearth of provisions is beginning 


to be felt throughout the island. Num- 
erous families are completely ruined and 
even shelterless, while the means at the 
disposal of the authorities are much too 
inadequate to cope with the distress. 


Communication is practically cut off 


from all the surrounding islands, except 
by stray vessels, which are seized upon 
by the inhabitants to flee from Martin- 
ique. 


FEW DEAD RECOGNIZED. 


NEW YORK, May 12.—Successful at- 


tempts have been made to reach St. 
Pierre, says a London dispatch to the 
Tribune. Cabling from St. Lucia, the 
correspondent of the Daily Mail,' says 
the town is a heap of ruins, and dead 
bodies are lying all around. Few ever 
will be recognized., so great are the mu- 
tilation and distortions. 
Search parties have found 3,000 charred 
corpses on the site of the cathedral. All 
appear to have been asphixiated at first. 
Not a soul was'found alive in the whole 
town. Describing the destruction of the 
sland city, the correspondent says that 
ast Monday Mount Pelee poured forth 
a stream of molten lava twenty feet, high 
and half a mile wide. Its progress was 
appalling. Rushing down the dry bed of 
Riviere Bla-nche, it rushed to the sea. 
The force of the impact was such that 
the sea receded for 300 feet for miles 
along the western coast. Loud detona- 
tions followed at short, irregular inter- 
vals, 
absolutely awe-inspiring 
a.nd 
so 


loud that they were heard 300 miles 
away. At night the volcano crater was 
a mass of lurid flames, which shot high 
up over the mountain, while all the time 
the cannonading; went on. It continued, 
at intervals on Tuesday and Wednesday. 
On Thursday morning it was relatively 
still.

Not a drop of water 'was. procurable 


ashore. 
The darkness caused by the

ground and were replaced by beds of hoi 
cinders.

MET DEATH INSTANTLY. 


At the landing place sonic burned and 


ruined walls indicated the spot where 
the custom house formerly stood, and 
traces of the larger shops could be seen. 
In 
that 
neighborhood hundreds of 


corpses were found lying in all kinds of 
attitudes, showing that the victims had 
met death as if by a lightning stroke. 
Every 
vestige of clothing was burned 


away from the charred -bodies, and in 
many 
cases the abdomens had 
been 


burst open by the intense heat. Curious- 
ly enough the features of the dead were 
generally calm and reposeful, although 
in some eases terrible fright and agony 
were depicted. Grim piles of bodies were 
stacked everywhere, showing that death 
had stricken them 
while 
the crowds 


•were vainly seeking 
escape 
from the 


fiery deluge. On one. spot a group of 
nine children were found locked in cfrch 
others' arms. 


The vaults of the Bank of Martinique, 


at the head of what had been the Rue 
de 1'Hospital, were found intact. They 
contained two million francs in specie 
and other securities, which was sent here 
for safe keeping. 


The vaults of tlir- 


astir and -business was partly going en 
about 7 o'clock when a sort of whirlwind 
of steam, boiling mud ami fire suddenly 
swept with incredible rapidity over the 
city and roadstead. At once the town, 
was in a. blaze. The fire seemed to run 
over all. The ships were instantly cant- 
ed over, and began, simultaneously to 
burn and sink in the sea, which was then 
a raging cauldron. The whole destruc- 
tion had taken place within Jess than 
twenty minutes of eruption.

STOEY OF A SURVIVOR. 


POINTE-A-FJTRE, Guadaloupe, May 


10. — The first mate of the Roraima thus 
describes the disaster at St. Pierre: 


'Between 0:30 and 7 o'clock in the 


morning on Thursday, without warning, 
there came a sort oi whirlwind of steam, 
boiling mud aud lire, which suddenly 
swept the shipping and the roadstead, 
There were some eighteen vessels anchoil- 
ed in the harbor, including the Rorain)E?, 
the French sailing ship Tamay, four larg- 
er sailing ships and others. -All the ves- 
sels immediately canted 
over

gan to burin. The Tamaya wna a bark 
from Nantes, Captajn Maurice and was 
on her way to Point-a-Fitre.

boats except the Roraima sank instantly 
ami at- the same moment. 


''Every house ashore was utterly de- 


stroyed and apparently buried under the 
ashes and burning lava. 'An officer who 
was sent ashore penetrated but a short 
distance into the city. He found only 
a few walls standing and the streets lit- 
erally paved with corpses. The govern- 
or of the island, who had arrived only a 
few hours before the catastrophe, was 
killed.. Both' the English and American 
consuls with their families were report- 
ed to have perished. It is certain no 
more than forty out of the above 25,000 
could have escaped."

The tragedy was enacted in the library 


of .the author's home, 39 East Seventy- 
seventh street, at 10 o'clock^ -It was not 
announced to . the coroner for several 
hours afterward. Miss Elizabeth R. Hall 
who was Paul Ford's .secretary, and sttn- 
ographer, was in the -library at. the time 
.and saw the shooting, 
"Because he was disinherited .by his 
father's will, Malcolm W. Ford 'had long 
been dependent upon his brother ajid the 
two had frequently quarreled, because of 
Malcolm's demands for 
money. Their 


father, Gordon L..Fprd of Brooklyn, died 
eleven years ago, leaving an estate valu- 
ed at $2,000.600.

This asset currency lias the 
endorsement of the 
government and 


again it hasn't. The complications that 
can readily follow arc not cleared 
up 


by the 
propagators of this scheme, 


though stress is laid upon our now 
splendid banking system. 


This is all very true., but what has 


made it splendid? Where will the. splen- 
dor be when the banks are permitted to 
go it alone and issue their asset cur- 
rency, or if still under the government's 
wings, with the guardian otT duty more 
or less of the time, and the asset cur- 
rency playing with the winds. 


But supposing the government at the 


end does redeem this currency, this is by 
no means all of this bank asset plan. In 
the first place it is not questionable that 
the government will redeem all of this 
currency issued., for this depends 
upon 


the amount of guarantee funds in 
the 


hands of the government. There is no 
absolute endorsement 
by the govern- 


ment of the bank circulation as is 
the 


case with the present currency issues. 


Ex-Comptroller Dawes, now 
a candi- 


date for the senate from Illinois, defeat- 
ed this bank asset plan some timr; ago 
during a former administration, and he 
still is the same square', upright man he 
always was. 
He dearly sees the grave 


dangers existing in the proposed finan- 
cial reforms and no exigencies of politi- 
cal campaigning prevents him from op- 
posing the bank asset business. In a 
late address he explained this plan and 
gave convincing reasons for its not be- 
ing adopted. He says: 


"The term 'asset currency,' as now 


used in the discussion of changes in. our 
national bank laws, means bank notes 
assued by a national bank and depend- 
ing for their security upon the general 
assets of the bank and also upon a lim- 
ited guarantee fund in the. hands of the 
government, as trustee., 
which guaran- 


tee fund-is created by limited payments 
by all the banks choosing to issue such 
currency. 
Under our present laws na- 


t'ronal banks arc required to deposit in 
the hands of the government as security 
for their circulating notes government 
bonds equal in amount to the bank 
notes outstanding, which deposit makes 
the notes safe, whether the bank fails or 
not. 


"When the asset currency plans wore 


first proposed they wore chiefly urged a?;, 
being necessary 
to 
provide additional 


currency to fill the vacuum which would 
be created 
by 
the retirement o.f the 


greenbacks, if such retirement sliould 
be made a? a means of currency reform. 
However, the passage of the law of 


• March 14, 1000, has 
so protected 
the 


credit of the greenbacks that they arc 
no longer a menace to our currency sys- 
tem, as they were in ISJKi. 


"One of the chief arguments 
for 
the 


asset currency plans now is that 
they 


will provide a currency to take, the place 
of 
our present 
band-secured national 


, bank note issues when our government 
bonds are retired. There arc at present 
$954,000,000 of gorennnent bonds out- 
standing, and on October 31 only $329,- 
820..833 were a basis for 
note issues. 


There is no immediate necessity 
for 


asset circulation to replace our bond-se- 
cured isisues. 


"There is no future 
emergency 
near 


enough to justify present asset issues 
if they are not safe under existing bank- 
ing conditions, for we will not 
better 


future conditions by endangering pres- 
ent conditions if the latter are unsatis- 
factory. 


"The issue of notes under such plans 


being optional with tTie individual bank, 
how is it possible, without knowing the 
number of banks on the national system 
which will issue the notes., to determine 
what tax upon them will provide a large 
enough fund to make uiem safe? 


''So far as the elasticity is concerned, 


we have at present in this country an 
enormous 
volume of bank currency, 


consisting of checks, drafts and bills of 
exchange. This currency is extremely 
elastic and expands and contracts in ac- 
cordance with the demands of trade and 
business. 
It is tho medium 
through 


which the great bulk of the business of 
the country is transacted. 
Except in 


times of disturbed confidence 
and busi- 


ness panic it is amply adequate to our 
business needs." 


MAKE IT REJAIy, WOT A FARCE. 
It is •• evident so long as the present 


methods of quarantining smallpox cases 
continue the dreaded disease. can not be 
brought under control. 
The late fea- 


ture of pliysidrtns' certificates permit- 
ling quarantined inmates to. go out 
to 


work is merely an unworthy' eva-sion of 
municipal authorities of their duties, for 
the responsibility of the community 
at 


large to the quarantined can not be tor- 
minuted in any such manner. But even 
allowing this physician's certificates is 
stopped, yet even the quarantining has 
been carried on in a shiftless, evasive 
manner, and tJie aiitborities 'bare been 
perfectly 
contented with 
placarding 


houses and then leaving the premises, to 
return later on to fumigate. What has 
been the result? This, some people obey 
the quarantine, others do not, it seems 
to be all left to the quarantined them- 
selves. Of course people forbidden 
to 


leave the premises, without telephones, 
without means to 
provide messenefiTS 


and worse still with the necessary fam- 
ily earnings stopped and no means 
to 


obtain supplies, simply discard the law 
and go out for themselves to do the best 
they ea:i. What 
else can be expected? 


The authorities have deserted them' af- 
tr notifying them to stay in quarantine. 
The result is those able and with means 
obey, others without 
means, 
without 


ways of securing attendance, don't obey. 


But it»is asserted even with all the 


facilities at command, the 
authorities 


in our cities have not enforced quaran- 
tines, leaving it to the people themselves 
to go as you plwise about it, and this 
sems to have been generally the case, 
accounting for the spread 
of the pest. 


It is submitted that tho quarantining 
being for the benefit of the community 
at large, the community through 
their 


constituted health boards, owe it to the 
quarantined to take care of them, give 
all 
necessary 
attention, and 
feeding 


them, and if not remunerating the se- 
cluded for lost wages, at least to pro- 
vide the comforts and necessaries of life 
until the law releases them from legal 
durance. It scorns nonsense to talk of 
.quarantining -when it is considered the 
farce the authorities have made of it, 
and yet strict seclusion of those who 
have been exposed is the real factor of 
safety, combined with vacination. 
It 


should not be forgotten, either, that the 
remarkable Jig'htncss of the disease is 
gradually giving'way to a more danger- 
ous form.

packer und retailer must equally be car- 
ried out, and carried out, of course, en- 
forceable by the courts. 


What the court s,ays upon the trust 


feature of the case IB of great interest 
for it does not make any difference in 
the 
enforcing 
of any 
contract, 
Tho 


court says: "The objection 
that tiio 


appellee is an illegal trust or monopoly 
condemned by the law of the state of Il- 
linois and so declared by the supreme 
court of that shite cannot be sustained. 
We have held that one who voluntarily 
and knowingly 
deals with parties so 


combined cannot, on the one hand, take 
the benefit of his bargain and on thii 
other defend against the contract on the 
ground of illegality of the combination." 


If this holds good in the supreme court 


of the United States then it would ap- 
pear to the average layman that 
tne 


quicker the American people proceeded 
to amend their state and national con- 
stitution the better, for no court yet 
can set aside an organic constitution. The 
federal constitution naturally must be 
the guide for every state constitution, 
and first would come a new federal in- 
strument that would provide for mani- 
fest defects noiv seen growing ont of our 
nrarelous 
development, this done, 
the 


states could enact new constitutions in 
harmony of necessity with the parent 
instrument.

THE RUSSIAN SYHTEM. 


It is true thei-e are other nations giv- 


ing bounties known as ship subsidies, 
bu^ then the manner in which ib,is ap: 


plied is perhaps a different story.' Rus- 
sia is now another country to promote 
its ship building interests and party in- 
terests'and partisan advantages being 
very diluted qualities, the bounty plan 
devised is thoroughly Russian in scope 
and application and doubtless will be of 
some avail in extending the work of its 
shipyards. The government 
first 
will 


loan without interest to builders of new 
ships within 50 per cent of the value 
payable in twenty installments; the 
plans of such ships must be approved of 
by the government and be strictly first- 
class built, the stipulation as to size is 
only that vessels which exceed 1,000 
tons must make not less than ten knots 
per hour and all smaller vessels 
must 


exceed a speed of eight knots. 


Next the government charges insur- 


ance of 2 per cent per annum, assuming 
two-thirds of the value, the. owners., asf 
snming'the rest, and the current valuo 
of a vessel shall never be less than :-a 
half of the value when first built. Then! 
the government, where the vessels will 
use Russian oil, will pay for one.-half of 
the amount consumed on all trips to1 


and from Russia, but with the proviso 
all out-going vessels must be loaded to 
within three quarters of their cargo .ca- 
pacity with Russian goods, and then on 
the- return trip the space must be ati 
least one-hnlf occupied. Vessels plying 
between Russian ports, when their cargo 
is half in foreign goods or if the initial 
cargo is products from the sea of Azof 
and Black sea regions consigned to Bal- 
tic ports will enjoy the same advantages 
of the government paying 
one-half of 


tho fuel consumed. 


Another stipulation makra it inter- 


esting to a further degree and that ia all 
beneficiaries must 
be Russian citizens 


or else vessel or navigation companies 
whose stock is held exclusively by citi- 
zens of Russia. Russia is credited with 
paying out last year $1,505,701 in boun- 
ties and this new order of state will 
add considerable to this amount. But 
then Russia will sec to it her funds go to 
the right spot.

The skepticism that ,Mareoni has to 


contend with today in bis wireless tele- 
graphy experiments are nothing compar- 
ed to the hostility anfyridioule experienc- 
ed "by a German named Winsor in the 
early .years of this century when ho 
asked, for an opportunity to convince 
Londoners that he could light thfe streets 
.with, gas., But on Jan. 28, 1807> he/did 
illuminate Pall -Mall witrti gas,: opposite 
St. James' PaLaee; That was 4he begin- 
ning of modern street lighting. . 


The use of earbuteted. hydrogen; 


for the purpose of illumination first oc- 
curred to William Murdoch, a native .of 
Ayrshire, who. was holding. a position of 
trust in the copper mines . at Redruth, 
Cornwall, He made his first experiments 
in 1792. Everybody laughed at Mm. Six 
years later, not one whit discouraged, he 
went to Birmingham, where he followed 
up his investigations with the assistance 
"of a fellow countryman named Watt, 


However, the general proposition of il- 


lumination by gas was looked upon a= 
very experimental 
until Winsor 
came 


along from Germany and ;. issued pam- 
phlets telling whaf; he was going to do. 
He was promptly denounced; as a quack 


over, in the history of BtrwA Kgfctmg. 
The scene of Winaor's «xperhna»t» i&.-sow, 
one of the bumest p«ts in .the fi»hio«a- 
bio West- End. It is the oeafr of the

Winsor's innovation.

and, scattering through the 


crowd, the lumbermen with gay scarlet 
and blue blanket coats and some with 
knitted toques of the same colors. A 
very good natured but extremely un- 
certain crowd it was. At the head of 
each tiorse stood a man, but at the 
pintos' heads Baptiste stood alone, try- 
ing to hold down the off leader, thrown' 
into a frenzy of fear by the yelling of 
the crowd. 


Gradually-all became quiet till, In the 


midst of absolute stillness, came the 
words, "Are you ready?" then the pis- 
tol shot, and the great race began. 
Above the roar of the crowd came the 
shrill cry of Baptiste as he struck his 


broncho witfrtne palm of his hand and 
Bvning hinjs«if into the sleigh beside 
Sandy as It shot past.

After-tbem flew the pintos, run- 
ning savagely, with ear's set back, lead- 
ing well the big roans, thundering along 
and gaining at every bound. And now 
the citizens' team had almost reached 
the fort, running hard and drawing 
away from the bays. But Nixon knew 
what her was about and was simply 
steadying Ills toam for the turn.

thtLi turn the leading team 'left the 
track, lost a moment or two in the 
deep enow, and before they could, re- 
gain the road the bays had swept su- 
perbly past, leaving their rivals to fol- 
low in the rear.

come the lighter and fleeter citizens^ 
team, while opposite their driver are 
the pintos, putting hard, eager and 
fresh. 
Their temper is too uncertain 


to send them to the front. They run 
well following, but when leading can- 
not be trusted, and, besides, a broncho 
hates a bridge, BO Sandy holds them 
where they are, waiting and hoping for 
his chance after the bridge is-crossed. 
Foot by foot the citizens' team creep 
up upon the flank of the bays, with the 
pintos in turn hugging them closely, till 
it seams as if the three, if none slack- 
ens, must strike the bridge together, 
and this will mean destruction to one 
at leasit This danger Sandy perceives, 
but he dare not check his leaders. Sud- 
denly within a few yards of tha-bridge 
Baptiste throws himself upon the lines, 
wrenches them out of Sandy'8 hands 
and, with a quick swing, faces the pin- 
to's down the steep side of the ravine, 
which is almost sheer ice with a thin 
coat of snow. It is a daring course to 
take, for the ravine, though not deep, 
is full of undergrowth and Is partially 
closed up by a brush heap at the far- 
ther end. But, with a yell, Baptiste 
hurls his four horses down the'slope 
and into the undergrowth.

Regardless 
of bushes and brush, 


heaps, they tear their way through, 
but as they emerge the high bob sleigh 
catches a root, and, with a crash, the 
sleigh is hurled in the air. Bnptlste's 
cries ring out high and shrill as ever, 
encouraging his team, and never cease 
till, with n plunge and a scramble, they 
clear the brush heap lying at the 
mouth of the ravine and;are out on the 
iee on the river, with Baptiste standing 
on ths front bob, the box trailing be- 
hind and Stuidy nowhere to be seen. 
Three hundred yards.of the course re- 
main. 
The bayK, perfectly handled,, 


have gained at the bridge and in the 
descent to the ice and ftre leading the 
citizens' teflni by half a dozen lengths. 
Behind both comes BaptiBte. It ia now 
or never for the pintos. The rattle of 
tho trailing boxt together with the 
wild yelling of the crowd rushing 
down the bank, excites the bronchos 
to madness, and, taking the bits in 
their teeth, they do their fli-st free run- 
ning that clay. Past the citizens' team 
like a whirlwind tliey rtnsh, clear the 
intervening space and gain the flanks 


Over' them leans' their; driver, 'plying 
for the first time the hissing lash.

called attention to the fact that the Re- 
publican as well as the Democratic plat- 
forms had declared for the admission of 
the three territories. 


Mr. Laeey (la.)

inent. He was opposed to any more 
'Irotten boroughs." He referred to the 
state of Delaware, where, he said the 
president of a gas company had to be 
consulted when a, senator was to be 
elected. Mr.. Lacey s-aid that the bill 
was in the in-terest of Arizona. He said 
he did not want a-nother Nevada in the 
American union.

"Richter continued to address abusive 


and obscene language to .Lieut. Sinclair, 
at times calling on the other prisoners 
and endeavoring to incite them to -mu- 
tiny, 
Lieut. Sinclair then ordered a 


mevjibor of the guard to dash cold water 
in the prisoner's face if the profane and 
abunive language continued. The wa- 
ter was thrown from a distance of about 
eight feet, and was continued at inter- 
vals, as the outbreaks of cursing oc- 
curred, for a period of about three min- 
utes. As the abusive language contin- 
ued, with a view to put an effectual stop 
to the obscene and disgraceful language, 
Lieut.' Sinclair ordered the prisoner 
gagged. This was done by' the sergeant 
of the guard, with the assistance of the 
members of the guard, a cloth being held 
over the prisoner's mouth, which was 
removed from time to time to allow the 
prisoner to Vomit.

FRIGHTFUL END 


OF AERONAUTS 


The Brazilian, ,Se\hor Severe, and 


Assistant, Dashed to Pavements. ;• 


AIRSHIP EXPLODED 


DURING TRIAL TRIP 


Had Beached Height of 1,300 Feet When 


Loud Detonation Was Heard. and 


Occupants Were Precipitated 


to a Horrible Death. 


PAEIS, May 12—The death Of Senhor 


Severo, the Brazilian aeronaut who, witli 
an assistant, was killed this morning', by 
the explosion of -his airship La Paix, in 
•which lie was making si trial trip, cre- 
ated terrible consternation. 


Senhor Severo had invited n- number 


of friends to witness the ascensions-and 
his wife and a number of relatives were 
following the course of the balloon in 
motor cars. 
Suddenly, the spectators 


were horrified by a bright flash of Jightj 
•followed liy a loud explosion. The bnl- 
loon, which at this time,was 1,500 feet 
above the ground, fell rapidly, Landing 
oh the roof of a.house. 


The aeronaut fell into the Avenue t)n 


Maine and was '^dashed to pfeees. The 
bones of his legs?were' forced.' through 
the soles of his boots.'_ The engineer who 
accompanied Mm was. burned to death. 
.The accident is said to have .been caused 
by a leakage of gas.

Senhor Severo started with the inten- 


tion of sailing to the military parade 
grounds at Issay, and' a large number''of 
his relatives and friends were proceeding 
in tha direct! on'of the' "village, sitiiateid 
five miles southwest of Paris. With an 
engineer named Sachet;. Severo 
sailed 


out of his balloon-house near the Boule- 
vard-devVaugirard at 5:30 a. m. ih^ebc-, 
cellent spirits* and full of confideuce, the 
aeronaut put his airship through .a-.-sf r- 
ies of evolutions, before starting iii >' fex<> 
direction oil Issay. 
There seemed to be 


some hitch with the steering gear, and 
the rear propelling screSr turned 
with 


difficulty. 
Nevertheless, after several 


stoppages the'airship sailed off, moving 
steadily enough through a light breeze. 
Suddenly a puff of wind caught the ship 
and whirled it over the Avenue f Du 
Maine. The ship 
turned 
completely 


around and veered about in o. fashion 
showing that control of her had be'en 
lost.

Then from the center of the outer cas- 


ing a'tongue of flame darted out.; This 
was followed by a: loud report, resemb- 
ling a cannon shot and the . ship, sank 
like stoilo, falling on the roof of a .house, 
thence into some trees, and ' finally, 
reaching the Avenue De Maine, ciiri)pst. 
on top of its occupants. 
The'.fearfully' 


mangled corpses of Severo and Sachet 
were conveyed to a neighboring police 
•station. The bodies presented a horri- 
ble »spcctaele. The flame which caused 
tho explosion burned the engineer in a 
most shocking maner. .'Practically*not .a 
Done of either victim, was left xinfrac- 
tured and both skulls were . terribly 
crushed.
